Firft, I take it to be an undoubted Truth, that there 
are many Doétrines and Pofitions both in Politicks and 
Morality, which tho’ certainly right and juft in the main, 
muft fti!l admit of fome Limitations and Exceptions, 
without which rhey would become highly inconvenient, 
if not altogether impracticable. 

Thus the Doétrine of Non-refiftance may, for aught 
[ know, be very neceflary to be inculcated in the mof 





nd we fland in Need of 


general and extenfive Terms; yet [ believe there are 

but few at this time of Day will deny, that in the Cafe 
of an open Violation of our Laws, and Subverfion of our 
Liberties, by the Perfon who fhould be their Guardian 
and Support, (as it happened in the Time of Fames-I1.) 
Refiftance. will then become ftrictly juftifiable both by 
the Laws of God and Man. 

Thus too we are commanded to love our Enemies, 
and do good to thofe who defpitefully ufe us and p:rie- 
cute us; but I believe nobody would think himielf de- 
barred by this Precept from ufing his beft Endeavours to 
hinder his Enemy from arriving at any Degree of Power 
or Authority, which he had juft Reafon to think would 
be employed to his own Deitruétion ; otherwile, he 
would violate the firft grand Law imprinted in us all, of 
Self-prefervation, by thus neglecting a neceflary Precau- 
tion for his own Defence ; and without doubt the Cates 
are numberlefs which might be put, where. large Ex- 
ceptions and Refervations are not only allowabie, but 
neceflary to we annext to fome of the moft important 
Doétrines and Precepts delivered to us in general ‘Terms. 
But to bring the Argument clofer to the Point in Que- 
ftion. Corruption, or that particular Inftance of it, of 
inducing Voters at an Eleétion, by Rewards or Promifes, 
to act or vote contrary to their Inclinations, in a Coun 
try where Freedom of Eleétions is fo valuable a Part of 
the Conftitution, is, in general, highly blameable, and 
greatly to be difcouraged. I muft add too, that all 
Punifhments, Threatenings, negative Diicouragements, 
or difcountenancing Voters by not employing them in 
their feveral Trades, but upon certain Conditions to be 
performed at an Eleétion; in fhort, all Mifreprefenta- 
tions of Perfons or Things, and all Arts and Methods 
whatfoever, that tend to caft a Mift before their Eyes, 
and pervert their Judgments, are equally criminal with 
the moft avowed Bribery : Becaufe they equally emba- 
ras and leave a Byafs upon the Mind, deprive it of its 
natural Freedom, and bring it in Subje€tion to a foreign 
Influence. Thus, Sir, I think I have fairly flated the 
molt notorious Methods of influencing Ele€tions, and 
own, in the general, they are all culpable, nay, believe 
they would all have been punifhable in Republica Pla- 
‘ tonis; Sut as Il fear we now live in fece Romuli, I don't 
doubt but a Cafe may be fuppofed, attended with fuch 
Circumftances, as would make fome of the above-men-. 
tioned Methods neceffary for the Good of the Common- 
wealth, and take from them the Odioufnefs and Re- 
proach which the Word Bribery, in general, {tems to 
carry with it. 

Sappofe then a Nation to have been governed for a 
good Number of Years, by a Prince endowed with all 
the Qualities capable of making his People happy— 


merciful and juft in a moft eminent Degree, and one

}- whofe exa¢t Judgment and honelt Intentions made him 


conftantly embrace, and fteddily purfue, every Method 
to aggrandize his Country, and fecure to his People 
their juft Rights both at home and abroad.——Suppofe 
this Prince to have employed a Set of Minifters under 
him, who brought with them into his Service, or copied 
from their Royal Mafter, all the Difpofitions neceflary 
to promote their Sovereign’s Honour, and the Good of 
his People. Suppofe them to have a¢ted, during the 
whole Courfe of their Adminifiration, with a Spirit of 
Wifdom and Refolution with regard to their foreign 
Enemies, and the utmoft Integrity and Tendernefs -with 
refpe&t to their Fellow-fubjeéts. Suppofe then at the 
fame time, a Set of mock Patriots to have arifen, hood. 
wink’d, and direéted by a few fiery, difappointed 
Leaders, who made it their whole Bufinefs and Delight 
to ruffle and difparage every Step of the Government ; 
and by the molt profligate Methods, to endeavour to 
fruftrate and difconcert every Intention of the Miniftry, 
the’ never fo plainly calculated for the Benefit of the 
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Publick, nay, whofe Defpair and Pride had carried 
them to fuch an Excefs of Madnefs and Folly, that they 
feemed even willing to perifh in the Ruins of their 
Country, fo they eould but involve the ating Minifters 
in the fame general Confufion. If Men, i fay, like 
thefe, fhould determine to get themfelves and their Ad- 
herents chofen the Reprefentatives of the People, and by 
Bribes, Promifes, Threats, Perjuries and Lies, fhould 
fo far foften or terrify any Number of Elefors, as to 
make them flagger in their Refolutions, would it not 
become the Miniitry to beflir themfelves in Opvofition 
to thefe furious Enemies of their Country’s Happinefs ? 
Would it not be jncumbent upon them, to endeavour by 
all Methods to undeceive’their mifguided Countrymen 5 
and by more than ordinary Encourtzements, to keep 
them fleady in the Pe: formance of their Duty, for their 
own Preiervadon? Nay, could it poffibly, at fuch a 
Time, be thought criminal, wés/ia bonepis mifcere, by 
proper Rewards and Promifes, to fortify and arm their 
Minds againft the Arts and Engines of the oppofite 
Faction ? Or mufl a Minillry, upon fuch an Occafion, 
at Once turn Quakers, and while the Arm of Fleth was 
lifted up againit them, hang dowu their Heads and 
Hands, defert their own Defence, and fubmit to the 
Blow, without making ufe of the Means with which 
Providence and their own Situation had abundantly fup- 
plied them ? 

A State or Commonwealth has upon many Occafions 
veen compar’d toa Ship; and, if I may be allow’'d to 
make ufe of the fame Allegory, I'll fappoie an Eng/j 
Merchantman richly Jaden, jult ready t0 be attack'd and 
boarded by another Engi Ship lately turn’d Pirates ; 
if upon fuch an Emergency the Crew of the Mercham- 
man, by fome unaccountable Infatuation, fhould thew 
an Ayeriene(s to maintain their Pott, or fight againtt 
the Pirates, becaufe they’ were their Countrymen, and 
pecnons their _ ee fo that the Mailer of the 
Ship fhould be obliged, in order to make them aét with 
proper Vigour for their own Defence, to difperfe his 
own Money, or even to break Bulk and diftribure fome 
of the Ship’s Geods, among them, for the Prefervasion 
of the reft ; I fay, in fuch a cafe, whatever Opinion the 
Owners might conceive from hence of the Ship’s Crew, 
they cou'd not but applaud the Conduét of the Mafler, 
who had bribed the Men to do their Duty contrary to 
their Inclinations, and by that Means had preferved the 
Ship from Pirates and Robbers. 

Tho’ the Word Bridery, I muft confels, will always 
carry with ita difagreeable Sound, and does generally, as 
I have faid, fuppoie fome Degree of Guilt in the Perfons 
that make ule of it; yet I make no doubt but it is pof- 
fible to apply it to very honeft Purpofes, as might be 
made appear from many Initances in our own Hittory : 
And if the Minifiry in the latter End of Queen Anne's 
Reign had thought fit to drain their Mifrefs’s Exche- 
quer, in Bribing the Electors to keep that Set of Men 
out of Parliament who approved of the infamous Peace 
of Utrecht, they had fecured to themfelves a much better 
Charaéter both of Honetily and Wifdom than chey have 
at prefent, and I believe by this Time the Nation in 
general would have thought the Money had been well 
laid out. 

I thall trouble you, Sir, no further at prefent, but to 
conclude with a fhort Story, as itis told by Suetonius in 
his Life of Sulius Cefar, which I think applicable to 
the prefent Subject. 

When 7. Ce/far was making Intereft for the Conful- 
fhip, there were Two other Competitors for the fame 
Office, L. Luceius, and M. Bibulus; but Ca/ar chole to 
join his Intereft with the former upon thefe Lerms, thet 
he having the larger Purfe, and himfelf the greater In- 
tereft, he thould defray all the Charges of the Election 
in both their Names.

HE Rumour that the Kings of France and Satdi- 
nia are difpofed to fecond the Views of our Court 
is vanith'd fince the laft Poft, yet the Military Prepara- 
tions which gave Occafion to it, perhaps contrary to his 
Majefty’s Intention, are carry’d on with the fame Heat. 
Troops are marching from all Quarters to Catalonia ; 
the General Officers fet out one after another; the In- 
fpeftors General are gone to muller and review them, 
and the Duke de Montemar has fet up his Field Tents, 
which are very fine, in the Court of his Palace. There 
are two others cover'd with a Crimfon Damask, which 
are faid to be for the Infante Don Philip, who by con- 
fequence ‘tis inferr’d will take the Field: Nor is this 
deny’d at Court, tho’ at the fame Time 'tis declar’d 
there, and his Majefty’s Minifters at Foreign Courts are 
likewife order’d to declare, that the Campaige will not 
be made out of the Kingdo.s ; and that the King by 
thefe Military Preparations means nothing more than 
to be ready for every Event, after the Example of moft 

of the European Powers. 

Stockholm, May 6. A Reinforcement of 6 or 8000 
Men is fent to Finland from Carelfcroon, &c. on board 
40 Galleys and other Tranfports, under Convoy of 
four Men of War; and this Morning a Gentleman fet 
ot Poft for Paris to carry the News, and fome other 
Difpatches of Importance. Among others, ’tis faid, 
that Orders are fent to the Count de Teffin, to notify to 
the Mof Chriftian King, that in purfuance of what mas 
been feciled between the Two Courts, the Swedes in 
Finland are now in a Condition to do what thal] be 
thought proper; and that nothing more is wanting 
than the Succours which his moft Chriftian Majefty has 
engag’d to furnilh.

Dublin, May9. On Sunday Night laft there was 
perpetrated in Fingal, the moft cruel Murder that has 
been heard of, on the Rev. Mr. Tanner, Miniter of 
Holt Patrick. Sir Robert Echlin, Bart. at Ruth near 
Skerries, having invited him that Day to Dinner, and 
kept him till about Ten o’Clock at Night, as he and 
a Servant Boy were on the Road to Loughfhiney, where 
the faid Tanner liv’d, being on foot, they were attack’d 
with Stones, which frighted the Boy, who ran off to 
alarm the Neighbourhood, while his Mafter call’d out 
Murder, Hep; and on his Return with fome Neigh- 
bours, they found Mr. Tanner lying Speechlefs and 
Senfelefs, his Scull being fraftur’d in two Places, and 
he languifh'd till Thurfday, when he died. On Mon- 
day Morning Sir Robert hearing of it, and that one 
John Cappogue a Fifherman was feen to have been in 
feveral private Conferences with Mr. William Tanner, 
Brother of the deccafed, he fent his Warrant and had 
Cappogue taken, when he wifely contrived to have a 
Letter brought to him, fealed with Black Wax, before 
the faid Cappogue’s Face, as if it came from Mr. Wil- 
liam Tanner, informing him that Cappogue was the 
Murderer of his Brother, which he moit obftinately de- 
nied ; but on Sir Robert's pretending to read the Infor- 
mation he had received from the Brother againft him, 
he was ftartled and confounded at hearing what was {aid 
t6 be in the Letter, and faid, If I murder’d him, he 
employ'd me to doit. This Confeflion happen'd on 
Wednefday, he being a Prifoner only on Sofpicion all 
the Time. Sir Robert having heard his Confeffion of 
the Fa&, iffued his Warrant againit the deceafed’s Bro- 
ther, and had him taken and committed to Newgate, 
and ue to Kilmainham Gaol. It is faid, thae 
William contriv'd this Fratricide to prevent his Brother, 
who lately marry’d a Woman of mean Birth and no 
Fortune, from having any Children, which mighi difin- 
herit him from being Heir to his Brother's Eftate of 
sdout Bol. a Year. It is faid likewife, that Cappogue 
has confeffed that William agreed with him to give him 
a Moiety of his Brother's Eitate fer murdering of him. 
We hear that Sir Robert had got fome private Infor- 
mation that William bad fent a Meffage to Cappogue 
to perfit in his Fnnocency whilft he was in Cuilody, and 
that there was no Proof againit him, which made Sir 
Robert contrive the Letter as before related. Cappogue

Whitehall, May 16. Captain Norris, Commander 
of his Majefly’s Ship the Kingfton, writes Word from 
Lisbon, that on the firlt of April, after fix Hours Chace, 
he took a Spanifh Privateer of ten Carriage and eight 
Swivel Guns, and feventy-feven Men, which he had 
brought into that l’ort. She had been 30 Days from 
St. Sebaflians. 


They write from Lisbon, that above threefcore Sol- 
diers having been difcharged by the King upon their Pe- 
titions a little before Eafter, above four hundred more 
were encourag’d foon after the Holidays, to petition his 
Majefty in like manner. The King was ftartled to fee 
fo many of ’em come in a Body ; but his Clemency 
fuperfeded all other Confiderations, and almoft all of 
‘em obtain’d their Difcharge. 

From Paris, that the Ships return’d from America 
are to be refitted and victualled, and that the Prepara- 
tions for War are continued in all the Ports of the 
Kingdom, with more Vigour than ever; that they are 
laying up great Stores of Ammunition and Provifions at 
Breft, for forty Men of War; that the Militia is forth- 
with to be augmented with thirty thoufand Men ; that 
the regular Forces are allo fpeedily to be augmented ; 
and that in fhort there could not be greater Preparations, 
if a War wat juft ready to break out, or fome important 
Expedition was upon the Anvil.
